only in the eastern half | 
of 
the United States 
This is the 
13 to 17 year cicada. 
It differs I 
from the common dog-days cica­ 
da, which we have every year, by j 
being considerably smaller a n d 
darker colored. 
I 
The dog-days cicada, which will 
appear in about a month or so. do 
very little damage. The periodical 
kind can cause severe injury to 
young trees — particularly fruit 
trees, oaks, 
hickorys, 
and other 
hardwoods—by 
their 
egg 
laying. 
The females drill a series of holes 
in the small twigs and insert eggs 
in these holes. A lot of holes tend 
to 
girdle 
the 
twigs 
and 
cause 
them to die. This may cause se­ 
vere pruning, and in some cases, 
may even kill small trees. 
The adult cicada cause no dam­ 
age by their feeding. All injury 
results from the egg laying. There 
fore the only control measure need 
ed is to apply a residual spray to 
prevent egg laying. 
The best material to use is a 
new insecticide called Sevin. Use 
it at the rate of 2 pounds of 5Uru 
sevin wettable powder in 100 gal­ 
lons of water, or 2 tablesj>oons 
of wettable 
powder in a 
gallon 
of water in hand sprayers. Unfor­ 
tunately, it is new and not avail­ 
able at this writing locally. 
T E P P is effective, but will kill 
only those insects hit directly with 
the spray. For lesser spray jobs 
around the home, TD E at 2 lbs. 
per 100 gallons is suggested ( two 
tablespoons per gallon of water). 
Trees should be sprayed about 
a 
week after large numbers of 
cicadas are noticed. The f i r s t 
ones to appear are the males, and 
about a week later, the females 
show up. Consequently, if you are 
going to protect your trees, t h e 
spray should go on immediately. 
One spraying of sevin will re­ 
main effective for about ten days. 
If large numbers of cicadas are 
still present at the end of this pe­ 
riod, additional applications will be 
in order. The adults usually live 
about 30 days. 
Although 
there 
may 
be large 
numbers of the nymphal shells at­ 
tached to flowers and ornamental 
shrubs, these plants are not us­ 
ually injured. Occasionally some 
shrubs may be used to a limited i 
extent as a place for egg laying. | 
but annuals are never hurt. 
Many superstitions have b e e n 
built up about these insects. One 
of the most common is the belief 
that if a small black W is ap­ 
parent on the wings, war w ill oc­ 
cur before the next brood emer 
ges. Although this W is apparent 
on the wings of those now emer­ 
ging, it does not necessarily mean 
that the present Geneva talks arc 
doomed. Rather the W is formed 
by the normal vernation in the in­ 
sect’s wings. 
"Toxaphene OK’s For 
Use On Pasture” 
An important change has just 
been announced in the use of the 
insect-kiiler toxaphene. U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture now OK’d 
toxaphene 
for 
use 
on 
pastures 
grazed by meat cattle only. 
Farm ers troubled w'lth cutworms 
and armyworms or grasshoppers 
injuring pastures can spray this 
chemical for quick kill. As much 
as 
one 
and 
one-half 
pounds 
of 
toxaphene 
can 
be sprayed 
p e r 
acre of pasture. 
Stock may be turned back on 


pa.sture immediately. However, let 


s ix weeks go by before selling the 
stock for slaughter. Used in this 
manner, toxaphene won’t exceed 
its tolerance 
in meat. 


Ioxaphene

for use on pasture grazed by meat 
animals only. This change does not 
apply to pasture used 
by dairy 
animals.

Many must be sheltered from light. There can be no errors. 
These are just a few of the problems with which our 
pharmacist contends. But he handles all of them calmly and 
cheerfully. His talents and his drug- protect children, heal 
adults and comfort the aches of the aged.

that he collects all his bills, and that he finds time for a 
day off.

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MODEST—TO A FAULT 


At a joint annual meeting in St .Louis this year, the Am­ 
erican Zinc Institute and the Lead Industries Association de­ 
cided to launch a major research program looking to larger 
markets for their respective metals. A broad-stale expan­ 
sion of research activities that have been in progress for some 
nears, the new program sets no limit on funds to be used for 
worthwhile projects. Both organizations —producers of tine 
and lead in the I 
S. Canada, Mexico, Great Britain. Peru, 
and Australia—agreed to support anv reasonable program 
that their technicians might recommend. 
This is indeed a direct and constructive approach to the 
problem of more “ales. Certainly, if the researchers come up 
with new uses for the two ancient metals, the producers are 
pretty sure to sell more of them. But we think it might be 
a help also, to tell the public more about the old (or present) 
uses of zinc and lead. In this way. manufacturers and retail­ 
ers might be encouraged to advertise and to sell the advan­ 
tages of these metals in the countless products where their 
characteristics are essential. 
At present, we suspect the public knows little about either 
metal—and thinks about them even less. Take lead. Most 
people know it's used in storage batteries and for shielding 
against x ray and nuclear radiation. Some know it’s a fine 
thing in paint. And that's about it. 
As for zinc. everybody uses it every day— whether 
he 
knows it or not. And usually he doesn’t. Who stop^ to think 
that zinc die-castings constitute vital parts in every automo­ 
bile. bus and truck that is built—and in most every electri­ 
cal household appliance, from the TV to the washing ma­ 
chine and the record -c ha liger to the dishwasher, garbage 
disposer, can-opener and stove? Everybody knows what "gal­ 
vanized" is— or do they? Not even the farmer, to whom it 
is perhaps most important, looks upon his long-lasting gal­ 
vanized fence, roofing, barn siding, perhaps the whole silo, 
his galvanized buckets and troughs and tanks as having been 
dipped in molten zinc! 
Zinc, in the form of galvanized equipment, as well as the 
wide variety of marine die-castings. U mighty important to 
fishermen—both amateur and professional— and to boatmen 
of all sorts. And zinc protects the mighty -teel tower* and 
supports the nation** high - tension transmission lines— 
backbone of all industry and modern living, 
No doubt the researchers will come up with some new 
ideas, but meantime, the zinc and lead people would do well 
to speak up for what they’ve got!

RECOGNITION FOR OCR DRUGGISTS 


Drugstore* across the country which have served their 
communities long enough to fill a million prescriptions are 
receiving some deserved recognition. They are being given 
plaques attesting this by Lederie Laboratories.

At the same time, he has to keep on his shelves a vast ar­ 
ray of time-tested older remedies, including maybe 
the 
drug* prescribed for General Lee. Vaccines and some drugs 
are perishable, Some must be protected from heat or cold. 
Many must be sheltered from light. There can l>e no errors, 
These are just a few of the problems with which our 
pharmacist contends. But he handles all of them calmly and 
cheerfully. His talents and his drugs protect children, heal 
adults 
and comfort the aches of the aged. 
We hope he re­ 
ceives a Lederie plaque 
and any other recognition 
afoot, 
that he collects ail his bills, and that he finds time for a 
dav off.

NEW YORK — If it*sr true what 
they say about history, that 
it 
repeats itself — and I believe it 
will — two men will m eet private­ 
ly across a lunch table in a suite 
in New York’s Hampshire House 
or some other plush hotel. Usually 
such a four-eyes conference has 
taken place about June 15 in the 
year* of crises on the steel front. 
What 
these 
two 
men 
say 
to 
each 
other 
will 
bring 
war 
or 
peace 
to the nation’s basic 
in­ 
dustry. 
They 
will 
be 
powerful 
men. yet they will, in effect, be 
carrying messages for each other. 
One will be David McDonald, 
leader of the giant Steelworkers 
Union. The 
other 
will 
be 
the 
spokesman for the massive steel 
business. This year it most likely 
will be quiet spoken Conrad Coo­ 
per, new to most of us who have 
been specializing in crises these 
many years. 
In the past, these sessions have 
been held so very privately in­ 
deed between 
Jack 
Stephens 
of 
U S. Steel and the late Phil Mur­ 
ray — and more recently with 
Stephens and McDonald. 
As the men broke bread. Jack 
Stephens, once a mill worker him­ 
self, would break the news to the 
CIO chief. Jack w ould say. “ Phil, 
this u what my people say I can 
offer per hour, etc. . . .” 
Phil 
Murray 
would 
reply, 
“ It’s 
not 
enough. Go back and say well 
strike ’’ They d not meet 
again 
that way until a day or two be­ 
fore the midnight June 30 dead­ 
line.

long strikes — not bitter, not vio­

“ sitz-krieg.” Those 
strikes cost well over two billion 
dollars. 
Of this vast amount, some S850,- 
000,000 was the estimate for lost 
wages. Another $1,400.(JOO.OOO was 
dropped in lost production when 
the furnaces were banked, though 
little else was. Small wonder both 
sides move cautiously in estim at­ 
ing the economic future—at least 
three years of it. 
Small wonder they wait for the 
last minute 
until 
they 
prepare 
their final offer and final coun­ 
terproposal. Thus no one really 
knows exactly how much the in­ 
dustry will authorize Conrad Coo­ 
per to propose to Dave McDon­ 
ald in 
their 
inevitable 
private 
session. 
One tiling is certain: the m a r­ 
ket is loaded with scuttlebut. In­ 
formed industry sources say that 
tile best the companies can do 
without raising prices is six cents 
an hour each year for three years 
—or a total increase of 18 cents. 
Some labor insiders say it will 
have to come to a package of 
some 14 cents an hour more each 
year. But no one really knows at 
this point. 
Both sides, however, are deter­ 
mined to bargain hard. There is

We’re referring to such prac 
tices as gifts of alcoholic bever­ 
ages. the picking up of meal tick­ 
ets and the week-end trips hither 
and yon at some organization's ex 
pense. 
These practices are not only ac­ 
ceptable in Jefferson City — they 
are wide-spread. 
Not all Representatives 
a n d 
Senators, 
of course, 
are 
guilty. 
But when they see others doing it. 
without criticism or risk .if dan­ 
ger. 
there 
is 
always 
the temp­ 
tation to follow suit 
Sometimes ifs 
hard 
to distin­ 
guish the lobbyists from th, 
law­ 
makers. Governor Blair had trou­ 
ble with this just recently. Speak­ 
ing before a group of contractors 
and road equipment suppliers re­ 
cently in Kansas City, our chief 
executive lashed out at the “ spe­ 
cial interests” which were seeking 
to kill the gasoline tax increase. 
We do not condemn the Governor 
for being critical, but the group to 
which he was speaking was also 
a “ special interest” group which 
was seeking to increase the gaso­ 
line tax. Sometimes it gets con­ 
fusing. doesn't it? 
Many 
special 
interest 
groups, 
employing lobbyists, have g o o d 
causes to promote, and oftentimes 
the 
legislation 
which they favor 
will be of real benefit to the cit­ 
izens of Missouri. 
We’re 
not a- 
gamst the right of these groups to 
lobby — we only want their ac­ 
tu, sties controlled. For after 
all, 
the 
biggest 
"special 
interest'’ 
group in the state is the citizens 
of Missouri, and they simply do­ 
n’t

lobbyists 
looking

their best interests. Unfortunately 
no one is being paid in Jefferson

The best m aterial to use is a 
new insecticide called Sevin. Use 
it at the rate of 2 pounds of 50% 
levin w ettable powder in IOO gal­ 
lons of w ater, or 2 tablespoons 
of w ettable powder in a gallon 
of w ater in hand sprayers. Unfor­ 
tunately, it is new and not avail­ 
able at this writing locally. 
T E P P is effective, but will kill 
only those insects hit directly with 
the spray. For lesser spray jobs 
around the home, TDE at 2 lbs. 
per IOO gallons is suggested ( two 
tablespoons per gallon of w ater). 
T rees should be sprayed about 
a week after large num bers of 
cicadas are noticed. The f i r s t 
ones to appear are the m ales, and 
about a week later, tho fem ales 
show up. Consequently, if you are 
going to protect your trees, t h e 
spray should go on im m ediately. 
One spraying of sevin will re­ 
m ain effective for about ten days. 
lf large num bers of cicadas arc 
still present at the end of this pe­ 
riod, additional applications w ill be 
in order.

Fire Fighters 
Halt Ruin To 
E. St. Louis 


EAST ST. LOUIS, 11.. 1AP> — 
A major riverfront disaster was 
avoided on the southern fringe of
